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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants first argument (A. Batten-Carew Fails 
to Disclose Isolating Administrative Access to a Plurality of Client Systems in a Computer Network via a Data Center). Applicant is 
arguing an alternative embodiment that the examiner did not cite, therefore the argument are not based upon the examiner rejection and 
are not persuasive. Batten-Carew discusses isolation also in Col. 3 lines 15-25, in that isolation is group, but can also include isolation of 
location. 

In response to applicants 2nd argument (B. Batten-Carew Fails to Disclose Issuing a trusted message from the Data Center to at least 
one management client when the authenticated administrative does have authorization to perform the service command). Applicant does 
not define the term "trusted message" therefore examiner must give the term broadest possible interpretation of one of ordinary skill in the 
art of the specification at the time of the invention. Additionally mention in paragraph 10 of the specification that messages "preferably" 
use a public key security, Batten-Carew also uses a public key system in Col. 3 line 15. 

Also applicant's discussion of inherency does not make the claims allowable because the claims are taught in the cited section of Batten- 
Carew. 

Applicant's further arguments address the same limitations and claims allowability for the reasons addressed above and therefore are not 
persuasive and do not make the claims allowable. 
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
